leaders of a plot to capture control of 
the city by revolt. 


Martial law was established through- 


kftit the city. 
J^ Chinese fearing a recurrence of riots 
of November 1931 when reactionaries 
sought to oust authorities, locked and 
barred their shops. 


Members of a patriotic society pull- 


ed a rickshaw through the streets con- 
taining the body of a slain Chinese, 
young and well dressed. The rickshaw 
pullers asserted the victim was a Man- 
chuquo agent, murdered by the so- 
ciety in a drive to exterminate ".trait- 
ors." 


Chinese military officials said the 


two arrested suspects revealed a plot 
to capture the ctiy which the author- 
ities frustrated. Among Chinese troops 
patrolling the streets were many arm- 
ed with huge knives. These men were 
called "big swords."

Effects of Extreme Heat 


Hygeia Editor Gives Some Advice on Replacing Salt

The inability of the human body to 


adjust itself satisfactorily to constant 
high temperature is a well recognized 
phenomenon, manifesting itself usu- 
ally by smyptoms of sunstroke, heat- 
stroke, or heat exhaustion. 


Another condition commonly seen 


in men who work long periods of time 
at a high temperature is what is 
known as heat cramps. Frequently 
miners and firemen are unable to 
•work because of severe muscle cramps 
that come on when they are working 


at a high temperature. 


In a study of this condition made 


by Talbott and Michelsen from the 
Harvard University in Boston and also 
in the hospital of a mining company 
in Boulder City, Nevada, it is suggest- 
ed that these heat cramps are associat- 
ed with a disturbance of the regulation 
of the interchange of water and salt 
in the body. They studied the minute 
chemistry of the blood and of the ex- 
cretions in seven cases of heat cramps.

great heat, there is loss of water and 
salt from the body in the perspiration, 
ThQ physiologist Haldane found a loss

Ten years after the first 


old age pension law became 
operative in America, the road 
that leads "Over the Hills to 
the Poorhouse" for the aged 
and friendless needy is now 
being abandoned in half of 
the states of the Union. 


Twenty-four 
states 
have 
turned 


away from the poorhouse system by 
enacting laws to pay pensions to the 
aged instead, says the American As- 
sociation'for Old Age Security, back- 
ing the nationwide movement, in an- 
nouncing that the half-way mark has 
been reached. 


Since the first of the year a half 


dozen states have joined those that al- 
ready had old age pension laws, with 
the result that the complete list now 
stands as follows: 


In 18 states old age pensions are 


mandatory: Arizona, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Delaware, Idaho, In- 
diana, Maine, Massachusetts, Minne- 
sota, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, North Dakota, Oregon, 
Washington, Wisconsin, Wyoming. 


In six states pensions are optional 


with the counties: Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Montana, Nevada, Utah and West 
Virginia. 


Ohio is expected to join the list this 


month, since legislative leaders have 
agreed upon a bill. Sentiment for 
such legislation is said to be strong in 
Nebraska, Rhode Island, Oklahoma 
and Missouri where such measures 
have been introduced recently. 


More Kindly System 


The idea of the pension system is to 


keep the poor out of the poorhouse. 
The finest poorhouse in the world is 
still a poorhouse, and the necessity of 
being classed as a pauper and being 
compelled to live with other paupers 
is naturally distasteful to self-respect- 
ing old persons in the twilight of life

National City bank chairman is guilty 
of having' evaded payment of more 
than $850,000 in federal income tax in 
1929 and 1930.

Her profits from these amounted to

It is surprising how much interest

evidence contained in letters exchang- 
ed between the Mitchells. 


Max D. Steuer, Mitchell's chief at- 


torney, read the letters to the- jury, 
which will decide whether the former 
National City bank chairman is guilty 
of having' evaded payment of more 
than $850,000 in federal income tax in 
1929 and 1930. 


There w*>re between 15 and 20 pool 


transactions beginnnig in 1922 and ex- 
tending through 1928 in which, the 
leters 
revealed, 
Mitchell 
accepted 


participation in behalf of his wife. 
Her profits from these amounted to 
about $100,000. 


"No, sir," Barrett replied. 
In addition to her syndicate tran- 


sactions during those years, Mrs. 
Mitchell in 1928, the ledger showed, 
made a profit of enarly $200,000 by 
the sale of 275 shares of National City 
bank stock she originally had bought 
from her husband. 


Stcucr submitted the evidence to 


show that, whatever the government 
may charge to the effect that Mitch- 
ell's sale of 18,300 shares of National 
City bank stock to his' wife after the 
crash in 1929, was not a bona fide 
sale, Mitchell and his wife had car- 
ried on similar transactions over a 
long period of years. 


Steuer also sought to show Mitchell 


hud helped her to build her $250,000 
inheritance fr,om her parents, up to 
something over $950,000 which his law- 
yer said she was worth at the time of 
the crash.

It is surprising how much interest 


pebple have always been ready to 
manifest in speculative or secondary 
questions. If commandments are* im- 
portant, and the things that thtey En- 
join right and necessary ,the chief in- 
terest, of every hdrmal man miglit \Vell 
be in finding how he1 could best obey 
them. 


But for the most pilrf men Have' beett 


willing to leave the matter of obedi- 
ence aside; while they .argued about 
why the dommandfrents wajs import- 
ant, or why one commandment might 
be supposed to be more important 
than any of the others. 


This spirit was certainly present; In 


the days of Jeslis. There was a gfeat 
deal of interest in ichgion, but much 
of it Was more theoretical and specu- 
lative than practical.

Sore Spot of Valley 


' MEMPHIS.—(tf1)—The soggy, over- 
burdened St. Francis river levee sys- 
tem collapsed near Bertig, Ark., early 
Sunday flooding additional thousands 
of acres and driving hundreds of fam- 
ilies from their homes. 


The St. Francis river levee system 


has b?cn the sore spot of the Missis- 
sippi valley's flood fight since heavy 
rains in the Ohio valley put an addec 
burden on the Mississippi river. As 
the big river has continued to rise, its 
tributaries in the lower valley have 
been unable to discharge water from 


nusually heavy local rains. 


^Thousands of unproductive lowland 
icres were the first to go under water 
Then the backwater pushed up over 
planted ground, destroying crops anc 
in many cases making the ground toi 
wet for replanting. Much of the lane 
covered by Sunday's breaks had been 
flooded before this year and then re- 
planted. 


The crest from the Ohio valley wat-
